AS SQUARE AS A CIRCLE 


Luke Lea, born to a fair amount of 


wealth and a famous name, United 
States senator in his tSiirties, banker 
and publisher, was this week convicted 
of defrauding- one of the banks he head- 
ed and sentenced to a long prison term. 


There isn't so much in that item ex- 


cept that another man, probably -with- 
out understanding the reason that ac- 
tuated him, thought he ought to con- 
trol much more gold than he or his 
would ever have any need of, got 
caught in a twister and resorted to 
trust funds to save himself, only to 
lose them and himself. 


The conviction and prison term must 


come in due course to those who fol- 
low the road that always trends down- 
ward. 


But the significant thing was that 


Mr. Lea did not take the witness stand 
and that his lawyers requested the 
court—and it had to comply—to in- 
struct the jury not only that he was 
still persumed to be innocent but that 
his plea of "not guilty" was in itself a 
direct denial of all charges. 


Then his lawyers argued very plaus- 


ibly to the jury that Mr. Lea did not 
take the witness stand because the plea 
of "not guilty" was a denial anyway 
and they wanted to expedite matters 
and save repetition, and besides the 
jury was tired and they sympathized 
with it, and a lot more deluding bam- 
boozle of that sort generally known as 
bologny. 


Under the law the state's attorney 


did not dare to refer to the fact—as- 
tonishing, paralyzing fact—that this 
man, though accused of fraud, did not 
take the witness stand a.nd explain 
countless transactions that had been 
brought forth in court. Any reference 
to this failure of Lea, this plain con- 
demnation in itself, would mean a new 
trial. 


But juries are getting wiser and wis- 


er to the shabby chestnuts that have 
been used so often to free the guilty. 


Luke Lea was just another so clear- 


ly guilty that he would not venture to 
take the sta'nd and yet hadxthe right to 
appear before the jury as though his 
failure to speak were, in fact, a virtue. 


We should be ashamed of this dou- 


ble-tongued 
counterfeit 
procedure. 


Why should we haye z provision that 
he who probably knows most about the 
crime, the accused, may say nothing? 


LEARNING TO DIE 


A good soldier should know how to 


meet death gallantly; and it appears, 
from a recent United Press dispatch, 
that John J. Fitzgerald of Boston, for- 
merly a soldier in the A. E. R, knew 
this as well as any soldier that ever 
lived—even though death did not come 
to him until nearly 13 years after the 
war ended. 


Fitzgerald lay in a Veterans' Bureau 


hospital in Pennsylvania. 
Shrapnel 


•wounds and gas had wrecked his body. 
He had only a fortnight to live, and he 
knew it. Also he had some $380 in 
ready cash. 


So, a few days ago, Fitzgerald left 


his bed, dressed quietly and went A. 
W. O. L. from the hospital. He went 
to Pittsburgh, with his cash in his poc- 
ket. There he made for a mission where 
the down and out were cared for. 


Quietly, the ex-service man mingled 


with the jobless inea who were living 
on charity. He talked to them and 
learned their needs. To one inan he 
gave the price of a ticket home. For 
another he bought new shoes. For a 
third he bought food. 


So it went. Presently he had just 


75 cents left. 


He west to a cheap rooming house, 


rented a room, and lay down to die. 
Death came, very speedily. His body 
•went to the city morgue, and was iden- 
tified just in time to prevent burial in 
the Potter's Field. 


The great ones of the earth, after 


all, aren't the ones that give the rest 
of as tfee courage and faith that we 
ceed if we are to go on living. Those 
things come from the humble ones— 
the unnamed and unnoticed private 
soldiers, who prove that unselfishness 
and simple bravery can triumph over 
xieath and the fear of death.

year, and railroad profits dropped 
52 per cent, the utilities showed a 
decrease of only 5 per cent. Several 
power and gas companies exceeded 
last year's earnings, and 
many 


equalied them. Even though sales of i 
electric power-to manufacturing in- j 
dustrifis were off about 15 per cent, 
sales to domestic and commercial 
users forged ahead about 7 per cent, 
regardless of depression.

worth noting is that since the first 
of the year total consumption of 
Electricity has shown smaller and 
smaller decline from a year ago and 
now approximately equals the 1930 
level. This is one of the best barom- 
eters of general business and is fur- 
ther indication that the turn has 
come.

(1) The necessary character of their 
products. (2) The diversification of 
their customers. Even though indus- 
trial use of power declines, domes- 
tic use keeps growing. (3) The drop 
in commodity prices which enables 
them to buy materials and supplies 
very low. (4) Operating economies 
effected by interconnection and pool- 
ing of resources. (5) Closer control 
of general operating espenses. (6) 
The underlying annual growth of 
the industry which the depression j 
*>gg only _ temporarily and partially 
checked, but -which will push" on 
with renewed vigor on the return of 
better business: ' " 


Sees Utility Growth 


As long as industry continues dull, 


utility sales cannot be expected to 
do more than hold their own, be- 
cause about 60 per cent of their 
business is with industrial consum- 
ers. In the meantime, commercial 
users, i.e. department stores, office 
buildings, hotels, restaurants, etc., 
which use 17 per cent ara a bulwark 
of strength to the business because 
their consumption shows steady 
growth. The same is true of house- 
hold users who account for 13 per 
cent of the revenues. When general 
industrial .conditions return to nor- 
mal, further extensive growth of the 
electricity and gas business is as- 
sured. Potential expansion of indus- 
trial use is also great. 
One reason 


why industrial consumption of elec- 
tricity has declined only 15 per cent 
while industrial production 
has 


dropped -25 per cent is that manu- 
facturers are turning more and more 
"to electric power in place of steam. 


One third of the homes in 
the 


United States, or 10,000,000 homes, 
are still not served by electricity. A 
much larger proportion have no gas. 
This potential market, huge as it is, 
is but a part of the possibilities f^r 
expansion._ New electrical and gas 
appliances,are constantly increasing 
tae.jise- of service per customer. 
"Washington machines, refrigerators, 
electric- irons, chafing dishes, toast- 
ers, radios, and 
soon violet ray 


lamps and television, are but a few 
of "the instruments for greater utili- 
zation of power. Others are "being 
born in the laboratories almost ev- 
ery month. Of course, the initial 
growth of any industry is always 
the most rapid. It may be that the 
advance will be less violent in fu-- 
ture.years, but the probabilities for 
steady and substantial expansion are 
outstanding features of the business. 


Politics Only Uncertainty 


The only cloud over the utilities is 


politics. Although nothing definitely 
harmful to the utilities has so far 
been legislated, there is considerable 
agitation of various schemes to curb 
and restrict them. Propaganda for 
Government ownership is -with us 
again. Several states have .passed 
laws taxing electric output, but these 
are for income purposes rather than 
for restriction.

greater regulation of utilities, by 
-state commissions and more control 
of interstate business by the Federal 
Power Commission.
